OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's remarks 


Mr. Duff expressed the Chancellor's regrets at his unavoidable absence from today's 
meeting. Mr. Duff expressed the sympathy of the Board to Professor Bordan on the 
recent death of his father. He also referred to the death of Dr. Charles Fox and asked the 
Secretary to write to the Fox family. 


The Chairman expressed the congratulations of the Board to Mr. C.S. Malone (who was 
not present) on his becoming Chief Executive Officer at CANRON. 


2. Minutes of the previous (April 14) meeting 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the April 14 meeting were 
approved. 


3. Business arising out of the Minutes 
(i) Financial position of Concordia University 


The Chairman reported that there had been a good meeting with the Minister of 
Education and representatives of the University at which the costs of merger 
generally had been accepted but no commitment on grants had been made. There 
would, however, be a further meeting with the Minister before the University 
grants were announced.

Advisory Committee 


The work of this Committee had been dealt with in the closed session. 


Ad Hoc Committee on the election of faculty to the Board 


Mr. Duff reported that the recommendations from the Board to the Senate in this 
matter were being dealt with satisfactorily. He wished to record the thanks of the 
Board to the Senate for its cooperation. 


Bequest from the Estate of the late C.J. Hewitt 


Mr. Duff announced that Concordia University had received a bequest of $75,000 
from the estate of the late C.J. Hewitt. This money would be devoted to bursaries, 
with special consideration being given to employees of Hewitt Equipment Ltd. 
The University was now working out the ways to put the bursaries into effect. 
The Secretary was asked to write a letter on behalf of the Board to express our 
gratitude to the Trustees and to request the name of the person at Hewitt 
Equipment Ltd. with whom the University should deal regarding applicants from 
the Company.

The Development Fund Campaign this year is well underway under the leadership 
of Mr. A. Pascal. 


Nominating Committee 


The report of the Nominating Committee, presented by Mr. P.M. McEntyre, 
brought forth the following recommendations: 


(i) That the Board be asked to renew, for a further year, the term of office of 
Mr. C.A. Duff as Chairman of the Board. 


(i1) That the Board ask Messrs. E.A. Lemieux and R.L. Grassby to accept a 
further 3-year term as Governors of Concordia University. 


(iii) ‘That the Board elect Mr. H.E. Wyatt, Senior Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Royal Bank of Canada, to the Board of Governors for a term of 
three years. 


(iv) That the Board re-elect Messrs. C.S. Malone and E.A. Lemieux as first and 
second Vice-Chairman respectively, for a further year. 


(v) That the Board record a vote of thanks to retiring Governors, Father S. 
Drummond and Mr. J.W. Tait, for their devoted service to the Board and ask them 
to accept election to the Advisory Board. 


(vi) That the Committee give notice of motion to the Board at its meeting on 
May 12, 1977 that the number of Governors, representing the 
Community-at-large, be reduced from twelve to eleven (By-law 12 (B) (i)) 


(vil) That the Vice-Rector, Academic, for Arts and Science become an ex officio 
Member of the Board. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board unanimously accepted the 
recommendations of the Nominating Committee. 


In answer to a question, Mr. McEntyre explained that the reduction of the 
Governors from the Community-at-large from twelve to eleven was intended to 
give the Vice-Rector, Academic for Arts and Science a seat on the Board and also 
to avoid the necessity of presenting a private bill to the National Assembly asking 
for an increase in the number of Governors from thirty to thirty-one. 


Mr. Duff commented that this was another act by the Members-at-large to show 
their cooperation in this important step in the merger. 


Dr. McEvenue expressed regret at the decrease of the number of Governors from 
the Community-at-large. 


The Chairman, in closing this part of the meeting, said that Governors-elect would 
be welcome to the June 9 meeting of the Board. 


Report of the Vice-Rectors 
Professor Martin 
(i) Professor Martin drew attention to a number of amendments to the 
Banking Resolutions which involved the dropping of some of the present Signing 


Officers and the addition of new ones. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Banking resolutions were carried. 


(11) Resolution concerning the signing of Leases 


Professor Martin introduced the following resolution to rescind a resolution 
passed at the Meeting of the Board on February 12, 1976, in order to bring the 
authority to sign offers to lease and leases up-to-date: 


"RESOLVED that any one of J.W. O'Brien, G. Martin, J.-P. Pétolas or 
W.M. Reay be and is hereby authorized to sign, on behalf of the 
University, any offer to lease and any lease for the rental of movable or 
immovable property." 

This resolution was seconded and carried. 

Father Graham 


Father Graham reported an increase in Summer registration on both campuses. 


New Business 


(a) Report of the Commission on Rights and Responsibilities 


This report had been sent to Governors before the meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Report was received. 


(b) Resolution from CUFA on the Advisory Committee 


This item referred to a letter from the President of CUFA to the Secretary of the 
Board containing resolutions from the CUFA Council. The letter had been 
distributed to Governors before the Meeting. 


Professor Bordan said that the letter showed a misunderstanding of the term 
"Advisory Committee” and of the mandate of this particular Advisory 
Committee. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was agreed that the letter from CUFA be 


received and a suitable reply sent to CUFA. The Chairman agreed to see that this 
was done. 


(c) Recommendations from Senate on the Reorganization Arts and Science 


This set of recommendations had been circulated to Governors before the meeting 
and was therefore familiar to them. Professor Bordan proposed that the Board 


simply receive these recommendations and table them to the June meeting, when 
they will be put together with other Senate recommendations which will be sent to 
the Board. His proposal was seconded and carried. 


Dr. Wall expressed dislike of the term "Provost", adding that he intended, at the 
June meeting, to move that the Board refer the term back to Senate for a 
re-consideration by that body. After some discussion, Dr. Wall moved the 
following resolution, which was seconded and carried: 


"THAT Senate be asked to re-consider Section 8 of its recommendations 
to the Board, which gives the title of "Provost" to the Senior Academic 
Administrative Officer of each Division of the Faculty of Arts and Science; 
by substituting the title of "Divisional Dean" for "Provost" and retaining 
the title of "Provost" for the Officer responsible for smaller units, such as 
colleges." 


(d) Composition of the Engineering Faculty Council 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board approved the composition of the 
Council of the University Faculty of Engineering and the memorandum from the 
Secretary of Senate bringing this composition to the attention of the Board for its 
approval. 


(e) By-law Revisions 


Professor Martin distributed a document containing proposed By-law revisions to 
accommodate the re-structuring of Arts and Science. Because these By-law 
revisions had not been available fifteen days prior to the May meeting of the 
Board, he gave notice of motion that they would be voted on at the June Meeting. 
He drew attention to the fact that, in view of Section 8 of the recommendations 
from Senate to the Board, this notice of motion included the title either of 
"Provost" or "Divisional Dean". 


(f) Meeting of the Executive Committee 


The Chairman referred to the meeting on Thursday, May 26 at noon in the Hall 
Building. The purpose of this meeting was to approve graduation lists for the 
Spring Convocation. Any member of the Board was welcome to attend. 


Date, place and time of the next Meeting 


The next regular meeting of the Board will take place on June 9 in the Hall Building at 12 
noon. 


8. Adjournment 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 1.45 p.m.
